Men Are Blind.

of ignorance as to religious truth? In 
vestigate the so-called purveyors of 
truth of today.

I'leachers know the truth? 
Or, if they 
know tile truth, are they so degenerate 
as to conceal it? 
Ignorance of the 
truths of the Christian religion is the 
underlying cause of the success of re­ 
ligious fads of the day.

i situation is looming large in the 
| discussion of world problems 
in 
I diplomatic quarters in W ashington. 
The realization that the 
United 
States cannot be depended upon 
for loans to carry the staggering 
I European nations to afford South 
| American countries capital 
badly 
| needed for their development has 
come to their financial and diplo­ 
matic representatives with 
some­ 
thing of a shock. 
Speculation 
is 
now turning to the ability of some 
of the war-torn European nations to 
w eather the storm and to respond 
to the appeals to cease spending 
and get down to work. 
It is frankly adm itted that some 
of the stronger nations are facing 
a very critical period. 
Even Great 
Britain, which was the mainstay of 
the allied rations during the war. 
is confronted with difficulti^^Hie- 
cause cf the failure of her de. 
to meet their interest obligati**. 
The position of other countries Is 
regarded as precarious and close to 
financial insolvency. 
It is adm it­ 
ted now that the hope of American 
aid has dwindled, that only by the 
most energetic m easures the 
re­ 
turn to habits of industry and thrift 
and the resumption of trade can 
limy hope to maintain themselves 
and meet their obligations. 
Representatives of foreign gov­ 
ernm ents have come to the con­ 
clusion that the chance that fur­ 
ther loans or credits can be ob­ 
tained in America is remote. 
It is 
estim ated that the amount of for­ 
eign paper held by American ex­ 
porters for goods shipped during 
the past record year approaches 
$1,500,000,000. 
Much of this has 
been renewed from time to time 
and under the present circum stan­ 
ces banks are not disposed to carry 
it longer. 
The break in foreign 
exchange and the warning of Sec­ 
retary Glass in his letter to the 
United States Chamber of 
Com­ 
merce have awakened foreign gov­ 
ernm ents to the realization 
that 
they must rely upon their own re­ 
sources. 
Because of this disturbing out­ 
look diplomatists are awaiting with 
unusual interest the outcome of the 
efforts to ratify the peace treaty 
and otherwise dispose of problems 
which have a disturbing effect up­ 
on world politics. 
The desire to 
avert a financial crisis undoubted­ 
ly constitutes an im portant factor 
in the treaty deliberations at the 
present moment. 
For the 
same 
reason there is hope that the pow­ 
ers will come to some kind 
of 
agreem ent regarding the Russian 
situation, although only the faint­ 
est glimmerings of light have so 
far appeared on the Russian hori­ 
zon.

New York, Feb. 12.—W ith five 
arrests in connection 
with 
the 
$5,000,000 securities theft plot that 
the police claim to have “nipped in 
the bud” here the District Attor­ 
ney’s office announced last 
night 
that one of the prisoners had con­ 
fessed to having taken part 
in 
stealing more than $1,000,000 worth 
of stocks and bonds from Wall 
street m essengers in May and June 
last year. 
All five were arraigned 
and held in $100,000 bonds each, 
charged with suspicion of larceny 
of $107,700 worth 
of 
securities. 
Deputy A ssistant District Attorney 
Murphy asked for the high hail, 
declaring that Irving Gluck 
had 
made confession implicating him­ 
self and the others in the $1,000,000 
thefts. 
Edward Fiirey, a chauffeur and 
designated by lite District A ttor­ 
ney’s office as the “m aster mind” 
in tile alleged plot, made the ac­ 
quaintance of Joseph Gluck. Irv­ 
ing’s brother, by representing him ­ 
self to be a city detective, accord­ 
ing to the confession. 
Furey ex­ 
hibited a badge and revolver when 
he called at the store of the Cluck 
boy s father, and later demanded a 
share in the spoils of the robberies 
which lie urged be continued, ac­ 
cording to Murphy. 
Joseph Gluck gave Furey $1750 
in cash, a $1600 diamond ring and 
an automobile to keep from being 
arrested by him on F urey’s first 
call, the alleged confession con­ 
tinued. adding that Fruey 
told 
Joseph that ‘ a certain party in Wall 
stre et’’ had informed him of the 
Gluck boys’ operations. 
Two women, one said to be 
a 
woma n w restler and the wife 
of 
Furey, and the other described as 
a French actress, both handsomely 
dressed, went to the Tombs Court 
to see Furey when he and the oth­ 
ers were arraigned. 
The parents 
of the Gluck boys also went to the 
court, but garbed poorly. 
The 
roster of those arraigned included: 
Joseph and Irving Cluck, brothers; 
H erbert and Rudolph Bunora, also 
brothers, and Furey. 
The securi­ 
ties they are alleged to have stolen 
included American Tobacco, Mis­ 
souri Pacific 
Railroad, 
Crucible 
Steel. Ryan Petroleum and Aetna 
Explosives stocks.

in view of the tact that an elect lor 
will he held throughout Pettis County 
next Tuesday to determine four bout 
propositions being submitted by the 
Pettis County Court, the question oc 
curs to some people “ Why a hone 
issue?” 
They will tell you that they 
prefer a direct tax rather than a Gone1 
issue for public improvements. 


For two very 
important 
reason 
their position is not well taken : 
Thf 
first of these is that the Missouri Con 
stitution fixes the limit of the rate o 
taxation which may be imposed In 
the County Court for any purpose anc 
this limit is so low that there is ne 
chance to accumulate any money ii 
the County’s general fund after pay 
ing the absolutely necessary expenses 
hence it is altogether out of the ques 
lion and impossible that direct tax­ 
ation can make any material needed 
improvements. 


Tile second reason why the above 
objection is not tenable is that publi< 
improvements which are made from 
the proceeds of a bond issue are not 
for today or tomorrow 
but 
extend 
over many 'succeeding years and the 
benefits coming from them go to suc­ 
ceeding people, the ones that conic 
after those of today. 
That being true 
the ingrow ing generation and 
th* 
new people who come in here and 
reap benefits from improvements nov 
being made should help. to bear w hat­ 
ever ot burden those Improvements 
entail. 


For instance: the 
Pettis 
County 
Court House belongs to every prop 
erty owner in the whole County'. 
I* 
is theirs to use whenever they need 
to use it. 
This structure .was put up 
in 1884 and it could not be replaced 
now for twice its original cost, but it 
has stood for thirty-six years 
and 
now seriously needs repairs and the 
growth of the County’s business 
ii 
that time requires more room for the 
County's offices. 
For 
the 
reason 
above stated the County Court has ne 
funds at its command to make these 
»improvements and the only way it can 
get such funds is by' the voters of the 
County voting them this authority and 
that is the object of the $40,000 bond 
issue asked for this purpose. 
When 
the improvements are made they will 
belong to all of the people of all ot 
Pettis County and will not only make 
this building much more 
attractive 
and serviceable for today, but 
will 
place it in condition to serve the in­ 
creasing needs of the County for many 
years to come. 
If the bond issue is not 
voted, the building will continue to 
deteriorate and the offices 
become 
more and more crowded and ultimate­ 
ly the cost of an entire new building 
could not but result.

Japan took 94 million, China,

Argentina 56% million. 
The flow of gold to these coun­ 
tries was explained bv shipments 
of silk and tea from Japan,

beef hides from Argentina to the 
United States,

Silver sent out of the country 
during 1919 totaled 239 million dol­ 
lars, of which India received 109 
million and China, including Hong­ 
kong, 88 million.
